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First  LoveLoud  missionary  still  going  strong  in  West 


DENVER  (Special)  -  A  new 

home,  new  position,  new  min¬ 
istry,  and  new  outlook  came 
to  Loma  Bius  in  the  summer 
of  2012.  There  was  some¬ 
thing  oddly  familiar  about  it 
all.  Something  in  a  childhood 
memory,  forgotten  for  years, 
brought  back  the  realization 
that  Bius  had  seen  this  before. 

‘I'm  discovering  that  some¬ 
times  people  need  to  experi¬ 
ence  LoveLoud  ministry  for 
«  while  before  they  recognize 
it.  (TTiat)  was  true  in  my  life,' 
says  Bius,  2013  North  Ameri¬ 
can  Mission  Board  Week  of 
Prayer  missionary. 

Bius,  the  first  LoveLoud  cat¬ 
alyst  appointed  by  the  NAMB, 
moved  from  Nevada  to  Colo¬ 
rado  to  give  leadership  for  the 
effort  in  the  West  Region  for 
NAMB.  LoveLoud  is  a  move¬ 
ment  of  churches  demonstrat¬ 
ing  God's  love  by  meeting  sig¬ 
nificant  human  need  while 
sharing  Christ. 

“I  only  realized  a  couple  of 
years  ago  that  I  first  witnessed 
LoveLoud  when  I  was  a  child,* 
says  Bius.  ‘It  started  with  my 
dad.  When  I  was  young,  in 
early  grade  school,  my  dad 
took  me  with  him  on  an  er¬ 
rand.  We  drove  into  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  that  I  was  unfamiliar 
with.  He  stopped  in  front  of  an 
old  dilapidated  house.' 

The  memory  of  what  happed 
next  reawakened  Bius’  under¬ 
standing  of  LoveLoud.  “My 
dad  went  to  the  trunk  and  took 
out  two  grocery  bags,  one  in 
each  arm.  He  went  to  the  door 
—  it  only  had  steps,  no  porch. 
When  he  knocked,  an  older 
woman  answered.  She  pulled 
back  the  screen  door  and  my 
dad  disappeared  inside. 

‘A  few  moments  later,  he  ' 
came  back  out  without  the  bags. 
He  never  said  a  thing  about 
what  he  did.  He  showed  me.  I 
had  forgotten  about  that  day 
until  the  memory  came  back  to 
me  a  couple  of  years  ago.  I  real¬ 
ize  now  that  was  the  first  time  I 
saw  LoveLoud  in  action.' 

Now  Bius  hopes  to  multiply 
LoveLoud  across  the  region. 
She  will  help  discover  churches 
that  are  already  engaging  in 
similar  ministries,  with  the  goal 
of  replicated  them  contextually 
for  other  churches.  Bius  began 
networking  almost  immediately 
after  her  move. 

“I've  been  able  to  follow  up 
with  people  I  met  at  the  Send 
North  America  Conference  and 
the  Colorado  convention  annual 
meeting,"  says  Bius.  The  Send 
North  America  Conference  is 
NAMB's  gathering  for  church 
planting  and  mobilization. 

“I've  also  connected  with 
people  whose  churches  have 
been  featured  in  state  newspa¬ 
pers.  I  tell  them  I  saw  them  in 
the  paper  and  am  interested  in 
how  their  strategies  are  work¬ 
ing,'  she  says. 

In  addition  to  her  new 
church  family,  Bius  also  has  in-

I’m 
so  thankful  that  he  brought  me 
on  board  and  helped  me  get 
established.  I’ve  made  some 
good  initial  connections.  Being 


in  Denver  is  g:  at.  Twitter  has 
been  helpful,  and  I'm  engaged 
in  informal  field  research. 

Bius  isn't  the  only  new¬ 
bie  with  the  LoveLoud  team. 
She  was  on  a  conference  call 
recently  with  new  LoveLoud 
team  leader  Jerry  Daniel  and 
the  newest  LoveLoud  catalyst, 
Taylor  Field. 

“It  was  a  brief  conversation, 
but  I'm  excited  about  what  Jerry 


and  Taylor  bring  to  LoveLoud," 
says  Bius.  Taylor  will  help 
church  planters  visualize  a  day- 
to-day  strategy  that  not  only 
connects  with  their  communi¬ 
ties,  but  will  help  them  discover 
how  they  can  transform  their 
neighborhoods  and  reach  into 
peoples'  lives. 

"Taylor  said  one  thing  that 
resonated  with  me,  and  I  will  be 
using  it  everywhere  I  have  the 


opportunity  to  speak.  He  said 
we  need  to,  “Teach  our  people 
to  be  light,  not  lightning.'  We 
need  to  De  there,  not  with  just 
the  quick  strike,  but  for  the  long 
term.  As  Jerry  and  A1  [Gilbert] 
say,  we  are  called  to  be  a  faithfiii 
presence  of  ministry  so  we  can 
tell  people  about  Christ  when 
they  ask  why  we  care."  Field 
is  founding  pastor  of  Graffiti 
Church  in  New  York.  Gilbert  is 
NAMB’s  interim  vice  president 
for  evangelism. 

The  annual  Week  of  Prayer 
for  North  American  Missions, 
March  3-10,  2013,  and  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Of¬ 
fering,  provide  support  for 
Bius  and  other  missionaries 
like  her  who  serve  on  behalf 
of  Southern  Baptists  in  North 
America.  With  a  goal  of  $70 
million,  this  year's  offering 
theme  is  Whatever  It  Takes  - 
Reaching  the  One. 

The  heart  of  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Easter  Offering  is  to 
support  missions,  says  Bius.  If 
there  is  anything  she  has  more 
passion  for  than  sharing  her 
faith,  it  just  may  be  Annie. 

“It  is  amazing  to  me  that  I 
am  able  to  see  when  people 
give  in  Mississippi  or  New  York 
and  then  see  it  used  to  reach 
someone  for  Christ  in  Phoe¬ 
nix,"  says  Bius. 

“I  get  to  see  the  other  side 
of  the  offering  plate,  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  not  just  the  funds,  but 
the  heart  behind  the  giving.  It 
I  .  incredibly  potent  with  every 
offering  and  every  voice  —  and 
not  only  giving,  but  in  what  the 
giving  provides.  It  is  phenome¬ 
nal  to  be  able  to  tell  people  that 
someone  provided  a  resource 
because  they  wanted  to  help 
reach  someone  else  for  Christ 
People  are  amazed,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  West,  that  someone 
they  don't  know  would  give  to 
help  them." 

Bius  also  sees  LoveLoud  as 
an  avenue  to  develop  future 
missionaries  and  leaders.  She 
says  LoveLoud  gives  people  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in 
serving  others,  helps  them  de¬ 
velop  interests  ana  skills,  and 
shows  them  how  to  take  those 
interests  and  skills  and  engage 
people  with  the  Gospel. 

“When  people  walk  away 
from  LoveLoud  they  haven't 
just  done  something,  they 
are  becoming  something, 
says  Bius.  “LoveLoud  has  a 
real  opportunity  to  lead  to 
church  planting. 

“My  parents  were  great  in¬ 
fluences  on  me.  That  golden 
thread  of  God’s  heart  runs 
through  my  family  and  my  life 
over  the  years.  I  nave  been  the 
beneficiary,  and  now  I  get  to 
be  a  cheerleader  for  it.  I  never 
would  have  dreamed  it.*

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During  the  winter  months  a  large 
portion  of  my  away  from  work 
time  involves  my  being  on  time 
to  basketball  games.  Many  of  those 
games  are  at  Upward  Basketball  events 
as  I  watch  my  grandchildren  as  they  are 
in  the  beginning  stages  of  learning  the 
game.  It  is  always  intense,  exciting,  and 
incredible  to  see  how  milch  they  im¬ 
prove  in  just  a  few  weeks  of  time. 

Upward  Basketball  is  a  Christ -cen¬ 
tered  activity  that  involves  the  children, 
family  members,  and  friends  not  only 
in  the  game  of  basketball,  but  in  the 
greater  truths  of  God's  Word  as  applied 
to  our  lives.  For  those  of  you  who  may 
not  be  familiar  with  this  approach,  one 
of  the  things  that  always  takes  place  is 
that  at  halftime  everyone  in  attendance 
enters  into  a  devotional  time.  Though  I 
have  heard  scores  of  devotionals  given,  I 
have  never  heard  one  that  did  not  bless 
my  life  and  inspire  me.  Sometimes  the 
person  bringing  the  devotional  has  never 
stood  before  a  large  group  of  people  and 
spoken.  But  there  they  are  microphone 
in  hand  and  Bible  before  them  shar¬ 
ing  a  word  from  their  heart  and  from 
God's  Word  to  our  hearts.  It  is  usually 
a  pointed  truth  for  our  daily  living.  The 
person  speaking  may  be  scared  to  death, 
but  I  am  always  blessed  immensely. 

On  a  recent  Saturday  morning,  the 
person  giving  the  devotion  at  one  of 
the  games  was  my  longtime  friend. 

Dr.  Tommy  Jarrett.  Inis  longtime 
pastor  and  minister  of  the  Gospel  is  a 
gifted  communicator.  He  did  a  mag¬ 
nificent  job  of  talking  to  us  about  life 
as  he  talked  about  one  of  the  skills  in 
basketball  being  rebounding.  He  did 
an  outstanding  job  and  his  devotional 
stayed  with  me  throughout  the  day  and 
into  the  days  ahead. 

Basketball  does  require  multiple 


portunities.  There  in  the  solitude  of  the 
desert,  God  called  him  to  take  another 
shot,  to  answer  His  call,  and  to  become 
the  great  leader  that  would  deliver  His 
people.  The  rebounded  miss  found  the 
ball  in  his  hands  again. 

Then  I  thought  of  the  great  disciple  of 
Jesus,  Simon  Peter.  He  seemed  to  be  un¬ 
usually  gifted  at  saying  the  wrong  thing 
at  the  right  time  and  doing  the  wrong 
thing  at  the  most  inappropriate  occa-  I 


skills  and  rebounding  is  one  of  those 
that  must  be  worked  on  over  and  over 
whether  you  are  six  years  old  or  playing 
in  the  National  Basketball  Association. 
Of  course,  rebounding  is  when  the  ball 
is  shot  and  bounces  on  of  the  rim  or 
backboard  and  all  of  the  team  members 
on  both  teams  try  to  get  the  ball.  It  is 
not  easy  to  do.  But  tne  rebound  occurs 
when  there  is  no  goal  scored.  It  means 
that  whoever  shot  the  ball  missed.  When 
the  rebound  is  secured  it  is  an  opportu¬ 
nity  for  a  second  chance. 

In  fact,  it  is  the  story  of  every  one  of 
our  lives.  It  is  also  the  story  of  the  Good 
News  from  heaven,  the  Gospel,  whereby 
through  God’s  grace  and  provisions  we 
have  another  snot  and  another  chance  at 
life.  I  thought  about  how  many  of  us  are 
like  so  many  of  the  notable  characters  in 
Scripture  that  messed  up,  missed  a  shot, 
failed  to  score,  and  were  given  another 
chance.  I  was  reminded  of  Moses  who 
started  out  protected  by  the  very  hand 
of  God.  He  was  trained  and  cared  for 


in  the  house  of  Pharaoh.  Obviously,  he 
was  destined  to  be  used  of  God,  but  then 
one  day  he  really  messed  up.  He  killed 
one  of  the  Egyptians  and  tried  to  cover

But  the  word  was  out  and  Moses  had  a 
scarred  past  and  had  ruined  all  of  his  fu¬ 
ture.  It  was  a  missed  shot,  but  God  was 
not  through  with  Moses.  He  escaped  to 
the  desert  where  he  may  have  thought 
that  he  would  never  be  found.  Living  a 
life  of  solitude  as  a  shepherd,  one  day  he 
was  found. 

You  remember  that  Moses  saw  a  bush 
burning,  but  it  was  not  consumed.  In- 
triguedby  what  he  saw,  he  moved  over 
toward  the  bush  to  see  what  was  going 
on,  and  a  voice  came  from  the  bush.

Neither  time  nor  space  will  allow  me 
to  look  at  all  of  the  great  missed  shots 
of  God’s  people  whether  it  is  Elijah, 
David,  or  the  Apostle  Paul.  There  are 
two  dear  things  that  I  can  say  from 
Scripture.  One  is  that  we  nave  all 
been  there.  We  have  wondered  if  God 
can  ever  use  us,  and  even  worse  we  have 
concluded  that  He  cannot.  Two  is  the 
greatest  truth  in  Scripture  is  that 
God’s  grace  and  mercy  provide  the 
rebound  of  life  in  Jesus  Christ.  He 
paid  for  all  of  our  misses,  our  sins,  and 
our  failures.  Maybe  in  ways  that  we  can 
never  believe  or  understand.  He  gives  us 
a  second  or  second  thousandth  chance. 
He  allows  us  the  glorious  privilege  of 
serving  Him,  of  shooting  the  ball  one 
more  tune,  and  basking  in  His  grace  one 
more  time  saying,  ‘Lord,  use  me.’
